THE FIRST ROYAL MESSAGE 


AN ADDRESS OF CONDOLENCE 


AND CONGRATULATION 


IS VOTED TO HIS MAJESTY 


PREPARATIONS GO ON FOR THE 


ROYAL FUNERAL. 


St. John Broderick, secretary of state 
for war, will be among those who 
-will view her majesty's remains. 


It has been definitely decided that 


there will be no public lying-in-state* 
The arrangements for the funeral are 
gradually evolving. The remains of 
the queen will be taken to Forts- 
mouth on board the royal yacht Al- 
berta and will remain on the boat for 
the day and night of February 1. 


Contrary to 
expectation, 
Crown 


Prince Frederick William of Germany 
will not come <to England on the royal 
yacht Hohenzollern, but will arrive 
tomorrow. 


The grand duke of Baden has given 


notice of his intention of attending 
the funeral. 


London, Jan. 25.—-Both houses of 


parliament this afternoon receive .1 
identical messages from the king and 
voted condolence with his majesty on 
his bereavement and congratulation 
on his accession to the throne. 


The lord chancellor, Lord Salisbury, 


and the speaker, Mr, Wm. G. Court- 
Gully, read the message in their re- 
spective houses. It was as foll6ws: 
"Edward Bex: 


"The king is fully assured that the 


house of commons will share the deep 
sftrrow 
which has 
befallen his 


majesty and the nation by the la- 
mentable death of his mother, th^ 
late queen, 


"Her devotion to the welfare of her 


country and her people, and her wise 
and beneficent rule during the sixty- 
four years of her glorious reign will 
ever be held in affectionate memory 
by her loyal and devoted subjects 
throughout the dominions of the Brit- 
ish empire." 


AK ADDRESS IN BEPLY , 


In the house of commons A. J. Bal- 


four, first lord of the treasury and 
government leader, made the address 
in reply to the message and said the 
house in all its long history had 
never met 
under sadder circum- 


stances or -with a clearer duty to ex- 
press the universal sorrow extend- 
ing from end to end of the empire* 


The sorrow was felt not only as a 


national, but of irreparable personal 
loss. 


It was hard yet to realize the mag- 


nitude of the blow which had fallen5 


on the country. In the whole history 
of the British monarchy there liad 
never been a case in which the na- 
tional grief had been so deeply 
seated. The end of the great epoch 
had come, an epoch more crowded 
with important changes and great de- 
velopments than any period of like 
length in the history of the world. 


The influence of the crown in the 


British constitution was not a di- 
minishing, but an increasing factor, 
and must continue to increase with 
growth and the self-governing com- 
munities over the sea which were 
founded by Great Britain through the 
person of the sovereign, who was a 
living symbel of the unity of the 
empire. 


This cumulative result of a great 


deal, of the great example of Queen 
Victoria, was the greatest the world 
had ever seen. Her position threw 
upon the queen a life of continuous 
labor. Short as was the interval be- 
tween her final signature of a public 
document and her final rest, it was 
yet long enough to clog the wheels 
of the administration, as was wit- 
nessed by the vast mass of untouche£ 
documents awaiting the hand of the 
sovereign. 


On moving a double response of 


condolence and congratulation, Mr, 
Balfour said they all had unfailing 
confidence that the great interests 
committed to the sovereign were safe 
in his keeping. 


They assured him of the ungrudg- 


ing support of his loyal subjects and 
wished him the honor of a long life 
and the greatest of all blessings, to 
reign over a happy, contented people, 
and that in the eyes of posterity his 
leign might fitly compare with and 
form an appropriate sequel to the 
great epoch which had just drawn to 
a close.

FIRE CAUSES LOSS OF $1,500 


GUECK'S PEED MILL IN ADAMS 


TOWNSHIP, BURNED. 


Flames Got a Big Start Early This 


Morning—May Save Some 


Machinery. 


C. Gueck, a well-known Adams 


township faiinei, residing eight miles 
from the city, sustained a loss of 
about $1,500 by fire early this mom- 
ing, in the burning of a shed in 
which was his traction engine, a feed 
mill and other machinery. 


News of the fire was brought to the 


city by John Sanders, a farmer liv- 
ing in the neighborhood. Mr. Gueck 
is the owner of a large threshing out- 
fit, but in the winter season does a 
great deal of feed grinding for his 
neighbors. 
His large traction en- 


gine, with the feed mill and other 
machineiy, were in a snefl some dis- 
tance from his large barn. The sea- 
son is a busy one and last night the 
machinery was in operation until 9 
o'clock. 


This morning at 5:30 John Gueck, 


a son of the owner, saw the mill shed 
in flames, which had got such a start 
that it was impossible to control jt, 
and the building was totally burned, 
together with about 100 bushels of 
feed and a large number of sacks. 
The heat generated a tremendous 
head of steam in the boiler and the 
rowd which gathered feared an ex- 
plosion, so that little could be saved. 
The fiames were only kept from reach- 
ng the large barn adjacent and caus- 
ng a loss of several thousand dol- 
ars greater by the fact that there 
was a covering of snow upon the roof* 
Mr. Gueck can not estimate his loss 
;o a certainty until it is determined

bers of the Society of Friends and 
oUheis, and State Senator Knox was 
induced to introduce a bill in the leg- 
islature for 
its 
abolition. 
Jufige 


Lore, chief justice 'of the state, lias, 
however, given a decidedly black eye 
to the movement in an address de- 
livered before a meeting of Friends, 
He said he believed the 
pillory 


should be abolished, but 
not tae 


whipping post. The pdllory ha char- 
acterized as a relic 
of barbarity, 


without potency in the repression of 
crime. But in oidei that poetic jus- 
tice should ba done, he believes that 
the man who whips his wife ought 
himself to be whipped. 
UI would 


have *he wife whip him, if I could 
get her to do it,1' said he, "and I 
would like to stand beside her when 
she did it!" 
Judge Lore says that in 


the forty years of his experience fully 
one-third of the criminals coming 
before the couit wore non-r&sidents. 


Of those that were sentenced to oe 
whipped, (he liad not heard of a sin- 
gle one returning to Delaware aftei 
receiving his punishment. He is 
suie, ttieiefore, that the whipping 
post is a most effective means of le- 
pressing petty crimes and of ridding 
the state of criminals. 


It is only truth to say that small 


mulcts or brief imprisonment have 
practically no 
deterrent 
effect on 


those brutal husbands who beat their 
wives. 
That the 
whipping 
post 


would work as well in Indiana as it 
is said to work in Delaware may be 
seiiously doubted.

THE PASSING OF RELIGION, 


I recently asked many college boys 


and girls to tell me why fohey were in 
college, 
writes Rev. 
Charles F. 


Thwing, D» D,, LL. D., president of 
the Western Reserve university, in 
the Independent. Hardly 2 per cent, 
of all the answers contain any refer- 
ence to the students' relations to their 
God. 
The motive of being better 


children or servants of God seems to 
move only a few. 
Religion is re- 


fen ed to directly in only two or three 
papers. 


Yet one should not infer that re- 


ligion is passing from the mind and 
heart of the college youth. The col- 
lege man is religious. He believes in 


God, 
and God he loves. He is not, 


however, inclined to talk or to write 
£»bout his religion, as his 
grand- 


fathers were. He is not inclined to 
think about his religion as his pre- 
decessors of thirty years ago were in- 
clined to think. 


The reason of this condition seems 


to me to lie in the lessening of the 
spiritual 
self-consciousness 
which 


characterizes the age. Men are not 
given to tuining the eye inward. 
Men study seeince, phenomena, the 
exterior. 
Men study themselves in 


the psychological laboratoiy through 
acts, impressions, endeavors, and not 
through a passing self-consciousness 
of themselves. The analysis of mo- 
tives is not common. The question- 
ing and cross-questioning 
of one's 


ephitual and ethical self is seldom 
done. The plummet line of inquiry 
is not often cast into the silent depths 
of the soul. 


The lessening of spiritual self-con- 


sciousness which characterizes, of 
couisc, the college youth who is a 
part of the age. He does not keep his 
hand upon "his spiritual pulse. His 
hand he uses in some useful service. 
He does not ask himself, "Is my soul 
saved?" He is doing something to 
cause the salvation 'of the souls of the 
other fellow. He does not stay in his 
room reading Baxter's "Saints' Rest," 
but he is on the campus playing foot 
ball and helping the fellows to play 
an honest and clean game without 
swearing. 


The type of religion prevailing in 


the college is a very human and 
humane type. It respects the rights 
of itself and also of every other in- 
dividual. 
It concerns itself more 


with 
wholeness of character and 


wholesomeness of conduct than with 
dogmatic beliefs, important as these

the committee during the afternoon.

committeeman; W. D. Page, Theo- 
dore Thorward, G-eorge H. Loescli, C. 
R. Lane and Hugh Keegan.

tee on cities and towns for tie pur-

CANDIDATE FOR POLICE JUDGE 


Hugh Keegan, who, 
it is said, 


wants to be police judge, read the 
bills to the committee and explained 
their provisions. 


Judge W. J. Vesey spoke next in 


behalf of the bill. He admitted that 
.t was to seme extent a party meas- 


ure, 
but insisted that he wanted to 


see the bill become a law in tlie in- 
;erest of good government, "£here 
are few cities worse governed than 
Fort Wayne," he said. "The demo- 
crats have a large majority and the 
result is that the officers 
are not 


elected by the people nor by the party 
n power, but by certain 'rings' in 
that party, 


"I am in favor of a metropolitan 


police system for Fort Wayne inkfrder 
;hat a fair government may be estab- 
ished. When that is done it will be 
safe for prominent men of the repub- 
.ican party to visit the city. "When 
that is done Marcus A. Hanna may 
visit the city and be treated fairly." 


CHARGES BY JUDGE VESEY. 
Judge Vesey said when G«aator 


Hanna visited Fort Wayne daring 
the last campaign all kinds of vile 
epithets were hurled at him and that 
the police made no effort to inter- 
fere. He sadd all republicans of Fort 
Wayne favor the bill. 


D. N. Foster was the next spdaker. 


He said the citizens of Fort Wayne 
are simply after good government 
and that the bills are not in thft in- 
terests of any political party. 


"Our police government is in ' the 


hands of the saloons, gamblers ''and 
the worst elements in Fort Wayne," 
said he. 
"What we want is good 


government and that is why we are 
urging the passage of this bill." \ 


Ex-Mayor C. B. Oakley sprung 


surprise when he stated that he is 
opposed to the bill.

"The kind of a government 
we 


have in Fort Wayne depends upon 
the people," said he, "and they can 
have a good or bad government 
as ttoey see fit. I for one am well 


satisfied with iE« government as it ie

-'••lilt- tkkley 
presented a petition 


signed by numerous c&ifeens of Fort 
Wayne asking that the bill be de- 
feated. 


Mr. Oakley's declaration against 


the bill caused much surprise to those 
whp were defending itt and as soon 
as he took his seat Mr. Keegan said: 


ATTITUDE OF ME. OAKLEY, 
"We are certainly surprised 
to 


hear Mr. Oakley talk this way. He 
has attended all our meetings where 
the bill was drafted and considered, 
and not longer than two days ago 
wat present at one. I confess I can- 
not understand Ins attitude at the 
present time." 


,Mr. Oakley explained that -while 


he had attended some of their meet- 
ings he had never been allowed to 
offer a suggestion and that he had 
never received a single invitation to 
meat with those who drafted the bill. 


H. A. Rogers, who has twice been 


a candidate on the republican ticket, 
spoke in opposition to the bill. He 
said he represented organized labor 
and that he was sure the members 
of organized labor in Fort Wayne are 
opposed to the bill. 


"If the poMce force is not what it 


should be we can elect a mayor who 
will make it so," said he. "I believe 
tihis bill is generally vicious ami not 
what the people want, therefore I 
am oppc.Tisd to it." 


BUSINESS MEN OPPOSED. 


George Soliday, furniture 
dealer, 


spoke for the business men of 1'ort 
Wayne in opposition to the hill. He 
said at least tforee-fourths of the 
business men, of Fort Wayne are op- 
posed to the bill. 


"Name a few of them,** said Kr. 


Foster. 


Well, I can name a dozen in three 


minutes," was- the reply. 


"N-ame them, then," demanded 


those wfh'o favored the bill. 


"It was only yesterday," continued 


Mr. Soliday, "that one of tine leading 
business ctaen of Fort Wayne came to 
me and stated that such a law woul'd 
be an outrage. They all feel that 
way about this proposed cfoan'ge. \ 
adhere 'to my former proposition that 
three-fourths of the business men of 
that city are opposed to such a law. 
If the people there want a change 
they will make it." 
CITY ATTORNEY SHAMBAUGH. 


Will Sthambaugh, city attorney of 


Fort Wayne and the only democrat 
who spoke before tie committee, said 
he believed the people of this state 
are 'opposed to changes in established 
forms of -government, and that he be- 
ieves no one is in favor of a insiro- 
poMtanj police system. He 
stated 


that he -was not 
speaking from a 


party standpoint, and that nsrliat he

waited on the senate committee ou 
cities an'd towns after their meeting

ihey repeated their tale of woe. Judge* 
Vesey, D. N. Foster, John Morris, 


jr., William GeaJce and W. D. Page 
did the talking in favor of the "bills, 
while G. W. Wilson, Col. C. B. Oak- 
ley, W. H. Shambaugh an-d H. A. 
Rogers upheld the present charter. 


The principal argument made use 


of by the 'supporters of the bill was 
the treatment given Senator Hanna 
and Vice 'President Roosevelt when 
they visited the city during the re- 
cent campaign.

FOB WHIPPING POST, 


Representative Neal yesterday in- 


troduced in the house a bill which 
authorizes 
the 
establishment of 


whipping posts. 
The bill wai pre- 


ttfcmilton county by some of 


llr, Neal's constituent^ and was in* 
troduced by him by request. 
The: 


measure provides for the establish- 
ment in every county seat of a whip- 
ping post, to be erected and main- 
tained by the commissioners of each 
county. 
It provides that any male 


person over eighteen who strikes or 
beats any female person shall upon 
conviction have laid upon his bare 
back not more than fifty nor le:s than 
fifteen lashes. 


The bill provides a whipping for 


the use of profane language, the de- 
seition of wife or children, intoxica- 
tion and for being convicted of being 
a tramp. 
The whip to be used in en- 


forcing this provision is what is com- 
monly termed a raw hide. 
It is 


roQde the duty of the sheriff of the 
county to enforce the provisions of 
the act.
